Police Department and the 
many law enforcement agen- 
cies that have helped us, the 
Tamayo family and friends, 
and the many volunteers from 
our community. 

The effort by our investi- 
gative team is an excellent ex- 
ample of swift, through and 
professional police work that 
helps keep San Jose the safest 
big city in America. The broad 
coverage by local and national 
news media to raise the public 
profile of this case also has 
been exceptional, and it proved 
to be very valuable to our ef- 
forts to bring Janette home.

Having said that, 
Rev. Leininger also advanced that 
the Board should be made to “lis- 
ten to us,” in deciding how to split 
up a “shrinking pie” of resources. 

Tom Fink, a veteran bus driver 
and union officer, spoke of the need 
to save jobs and lay the ground- 
work for the “political unity nec- 
essary to bring about permanent 
funding through the November 
2004 election.” Mr. Fink credited

Paz estarán pronto en México

San Francisco, (EFE).- Por 
primera vez en su historia, la agen- 
cia federal Cuerpos de Paz planifi- 
ca enviar decenas de voluntarios 
graduados en carreras tecnoló- 
gicas y científicas a México.

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Bibliotecas se rebelan contra ley 
que permite espiar a lectores

San Francisco, (EFE).- 
Cada vez más bibliotecas de 
EE.UU. se suman a una rebelión 
contra la ley antiterrorista que 
da carta blanca a las autoridades 
para “espiar” a los lectores, y 
destruyen documentos por su 
cuenta y riesgo para no dejar 
rastro. 

Muchas bibliotecas esta- 
dounidenses se convierten en 
pequeños “centros de resisten- 
cia” contra la controvertida dis- 
posición de la “USA Patriot 
Act” (Ley Patriota de EE.UU.) 
que permite a la Oficina Federal 
de Investigaciones (FBI) “es- 
piar” a sus anchas los hábitos de 
lectura y las consultas en los 
ordenadores. 

La ley, que se creó cuando 
se supo que los que realizaron 
los ataques del 11 de septiembre 
de 2001 planearon parte de ellos 
en computadoras de bibliotecas 
públicas, permite al FBI acceder 
a los archivos y obtener infor- 
mación sobre qué libros se han 
leído y qué páginas web se han 
consultado. 


La ley incluso permite ac- 
ceso al correo electrónico. 

Las bibliotecas de la ciudad 
costera de Santa Cruz, en Cali- 
fornia, una de las localidades 
más liberales de EE.UU., fue 
una de las primeras en iniciar es- 
ta “resistencia”, al destruir ma- 
terial para proteger la privacidad 
de sus lectores. 

Santa Cruz tiene, además, 
grandes carteles donde se in- 
forma a los lectores de la posi- 
bilidad de que se les espíe. 

Se trata de una ley, piensa 
Patricia Schoreder, presidenta 
de la asociación de bibliote- 
carios, “peligrosa para todos los 
que leen”. 

La asociación que preside 
Schoreder forma parte de una 
coalición nacional de 32 edi- 
tores, autores, bibliotecarios e 
incluso librerías —como el gi- 
gante Borders— que pidieron al 
Congreso que modifique la me- 
dida. 

Para el Departamento de 
Justicia, sin embargo, la opo- 
sición a esta ley no tiene sentido: 
“La histeria en torno a la ley se 


debe a su falta de entendimien- 
to”, señaló Barbara Comstock, 
una de las portavoces del depar- 
tamento. 

Las bibliotecas no son las 
únicas en rebelarse contra la me- 
dida, que permite que un tribu- 
nal secreto autorice al FBI a ins- 
peccionar documentos e impide 
a la biblioteca informar de que 
esta inspección tuvo lugar. 

Según la Asociación Esta- 
dounidense para las Libertades 
Civiles (UCLA por sus siglas en 
inglés), ya son más de cien las 
ciudades que se han unido con- 
tra la controvertida legislación. 

Por ejemplo, en Palo Alto, 
en el californiano Silicon Val- 
ley, la resolución contra el “USA 
Patriot Act” prohíbe al departa- 
mento de policía local ayudar al 
FBI cuando los agentes inves- 
tiguen en secreto un domicilio. 

El único senador que votó

A poco menos de un mes de 
las elecciones federales del 6 de 
julio en México, el Instituto Fede- 
ral Electoral (IFE). los partidos po- 
líticos a través de sus candidatos y 
grilla “oficial” y callejera, afinan 
los instrumentos que tocacán ese 
esperado domingo. 

En este día electoral. se estima 
que alrededor de 65 millones de 
electores registrados acudirán a las 
urnas para definir la forma como 
quedará integrada la Cámara de Di- 
putados, comicios locales en diez 
estados entre estos, las gubernatu- 
ras de seis estados. 

El IFE aseguró esta semana a 
la prensa mexicana que “existen to- 
das las condiciones políticas, logís- 
ticas, institucionales y de legalidad 
para que el proceso electoral sea 
un éxito”. 

Sin embargo, en este ambiente 
previo al día de elecciones hay un 
elemento que roba la tranquilidad 
de algunos: la referencia que han 
hecho en algunos de sus sermones 
asus fieles, varios de los represen- 
tantes de la Iglesia Católica sobre 
el día de elecciones. Estas acciones 
han sido calificadas por algunos 
como “proselitismo” en favor o en 
contra de un partido político y de 
su candidato. 

Para el Secretario general de 
la Conferencia del Episcopado Me- 
xicano (CEM), Abelardo Alvarado 
Alcántara, se trata de “la misión de 
la Iglesia”. Él dice que las decla- 
raciones hechas por algunos Obis- 
pos acusados de supuestos delitos 
electorales, carecen de toda inten- 
ción política. “Nosotros propone- 
mos los principios morales que son 


propios de la doctrina católica y re- 
conoce esos derechos”, declaró el 
religioso al diario nacional El Uni- 
versal. 

Agregó que en los pronuncia- 
mientos de los religiosos son pro- 
pios de la doctrina católica que re- 
conoce esos derechos”. 

En base a estos principios “re- 
ligiosos”,el mes pasado, a unos 60 
días de las elecciones federales, en 
la Catedral de Querétaro, el Obispo 
Mario de Gasperín dentro de la 
celebración de una misa, señaló 
que “el abstencionismo era un pe- 
cado de omisión”. Luego recomen- 
dó a los fieles “no votar por los par- 
tidos a candidatos que promueven 
el aborto, la eutanasia, las uniones 
entre personas del mismo sexo, la 
clonación y el uso de drogas”. 

En contraste, el Obispo, quien 
por cierto es pariente de militantes 
del Partido Acción Nacional, el 
PAN, pidió a los presentes que die- 
ran su apoyo a los candidatos que 
buscan el “bien común y la digni- 
dad a la persona humana”. 

Estas declaraciones han des- 
pertado ámpula en el ambiente po- 
lítico. 

El gobernador del Estado de 
México, Arturo Montiel, urgió la 
necesidad de que se defina un re- 
glamento que marque como “‘intro- 
misión de los sacerdotes y repre- 
sentantes de la Iglesia Católica, que 
se refieran a temas relacionados 
con la Iglesia durante sus mensajes 
a los feligreses”. 

Por su parte, también inte- 
lectuales han protestado por estas 
declaraciones de algunos religiosos 
dentro de sus sermones, pidiendo 
que la Secretaría de Gobernación 
castigue conforme a la Ley a los 
Obispos que intervienen en polí- 
tica, violando así la Constitución 
Mexicana.

“Juntos vamos a mantener la 
promesa de que cada niño en 
América aprenderá y que ningún 
niño se quedará atrás”, 
'Bush, quien estuvo acompañado 
porel secretario de Educación, Rod 
Paige. 

Bush manifestó que durante 
años, reformar la educación 
parecía una batalla perdida, y que 
los alumnos eran promovidos de un 
grado a otro sin importar si domi- 
naban las materias requeridas.
